Southern Agent Talks. 

The new rate, according to the pub- 
lished circular, goes into effect on the 
16th instant. Genera] Freight Agent Ed 
A. Noel, of the Southern, in discussing the 
raise yesterday, said: 

“The railroads, after some eight years 
of experience, Have found it impossible 
to transport lumber from the south and 
west to points north of the Ohio river 
at the rate of 20 cents per hundred, and at 
a recent conference it was decided to ad- 
vance the rate 2 cents per hundred, For 
instance, the rate from Valdosta to Cin- 
cinnati instead of being 22 cents will now 
be 24 cents. \The same increase applics 
throughout the south and west and no 
particular interests will suffer. To meet 
the competition of Canada and the great 
northwest, the rate was reduced some 
eight years ago, and during the time in- 
tervening the southern railroads have 
been hauling lumber at a loss, the pro- 
ducers reaping the benefit. Lumber that 
sold in C&mcinnati eight years ago for 
$7 and $9 per thousand now brings from 
$14 to $16; therefore, it can be figured out 
‘without the use of a ready reckoner that 
the railroads are entirely justified in 
raising the rate, 

“At a meeting of representatives of the 
lumber-carrying roads held here -yester- 
day at the Piedmont hotel the protest of 
the Georgia Sawmill Association was 
heard and considered, but in the light of 
present conditions it was definitely de- 
cided that the order would not be rescind. 
ed and that the new rate would posi- 
tively go into effect on April 15.” 

Fight on in Other States. 

A special dispatch to The Constitution 
from New Orleans last night gave the in- 
formation that the lumber dealers of Ala- 
bama, Arkansas, Louisiana and Texas 
would appeal to the interstate commerce 
commission for an adverse ruling in re- 
gard to the raise instead of joining the 
Georgia, South Carolina and Florida deal- 
ers in their application to the courts. 
The commission is scheduled to meet in 
Washington today. Just what its power 
in the premises are is a matter of doubt.

Newport, Ark., April 10.—During the 
tornado of last Tuesday night a family 
of three pearl fishers named Tapp,. who 
lived in a shanty boat on White river, 
were drowned.

Solemnly Declared That Mrs. Burdick 
Had Never Acted Improperly. 
‘Murder of Burdick Sstill

Buffalo, April 10.—The inquest into, the 
deaths of Arthur R. Pennell and Mrs. 
Pennell before Justice Murphy today did 
not throw any light upon the Burdick 
murder mystery and did not show wheth- 
er Pennell and his wife committed sui- 
cide or were killed by an accident on 
March 10, when their automobile plunged 
into Gehres’ quarry. The inquest began 
at 3 o'clock and was ended by the read- 
ing of Justice Murphy's verdict. 

Thomas Penny, who has acted as at- 
torney for the Pennell family since Ar- 
thur Pennell’s death, déclarea@ that so 
far as he was aware, nothing in the pa- 
pers left by Pennell would throw any 
light upon the murder of, Edwin Burdick. 
When questioned regarding the alleged 
defalcations by Pennell, Mr. Penny de- 
clined to answer. J. Frederick Pennell, 
brother of the dead lawyer and adminis- 
trator: of. his estate, who has possession 
of most of the papers, was out of the 
city and Mr. Penny informed the court 
that he did not know where he was or 
when he would return to Buffalo. 

Verdict of the Judge. 

“Evidence that would show defalcation 
would simply be cumulative,” said Jus- 
tice Murphy after the evidence was all in. 

“No stronger motive could -be ‘proved 
than has already been brought out here, 
but proving a motive does not establish: 
suicide, ‘The court Is prepared: ‘® a

“To the Public: Now that the flood 
of sensationalism and yellow journalism 
has lessened and that public excitement 
has died down to a calmer consideration 
of the facts and events leading to a ter- 
rible tragedy which has recently taken 
place in: this city, I wish in behalf of 
myself, but especially more in behalf of 
others whose sufferings are even greater 
than mine, to make this statement. 


so unfortunately at this time connected 
with the pending divorce proceedings it 
was forced into great publicity in con- 
nection with the tragedy itself. So far 
as any possible connection with that 
crime was concerned, I have satisfied, I 
think, the district attorney and his as- 
sistants thoreughly that I had nothing 
to do with it, and since that time ‘neith- 
er has my house nor myself been under 
suspicion or surveillance.

He Was the Real Author of the Boxer 


Pekin, Apri 10.—Yung Lu, the- comp- 
trolier of finances and first grand secre- 
} tary. is dead. 

Yung Lu was a Manchu and at the time 
of the beginning of the Boxer outbreak 
was viceroy of the province of Pe Chi Li 
and generalissimo of the Chinese army. 
He obtained his post of generalissimo as 
a reward for crushing the reform party 
wn China. 

Yung Lu was #214 to be the real author 
of the anfti-foreign outbreak in Pekin 
and Tien. Tsin and he commanded the 
best disciplined troops which opposed the 
allies. This fact was recalled by for- 
eigners when,, in’ 1901; he .was awarded 
the two-eyed peacock feather for “‘pro- 
tecting foreigners against ‘the Boxers.”

About $200,000 Spent Trying 
To Close Hiymelia Crevasse, 


But Money Was Spent Uselessly and 
the River Continues To Sweep 
Through the Great Gap. 
Trying To Keep Water 
Out of Towns. 


New Orleans, Apri! 10.—A force of tnree 
hundred and fifty men remained at Hy- 
melia crevasse today sacking the wings 
of the cribbing and attempting to make 
secure the broken ends, but no further 
attempt was made to close the break 
and it is probable that the water will 
run until there is a sufficient fall in the 
river to warrant further exertions. Lit- 
tle confidence is felt in practicability of 
using sheet piling to rejoin the cribbing 
because the river is cutting out a deep 
channel and work of this character is 
difficult. If the wings last, however, there 
is no fear that the crevasse in the levy 
will enlarge, 

It is variously estimated that between 
$100,000 and $200,000 has been sunk in the 
work at Hymelia. The Texas and Pacific 
will be forced to use the Sauthern Pa- 
cific rails for its through traffic untii ihe 
water recedes. Arrangements are again 
being made for back levees to keep the 
water out of the towns on the west bank 
of the river, Algiers and Gretna, 

The river here today dropped to 19.9, 
a fall of two-tenths, or four-tenths iower 
than the maximum this year. The de- 
cline is thought to be in part due to the 
reopening of Hymelia. It is generaiiy 
believed that so far as New Orleans and 
iis vicinity are concerned the worst of 
the flood situation is over.

Captain Pershing’s Force Storms Bac- 
olod, Killing a Hundred Moros 
and Wounding Many Oth- 
ers—Only Three Ameri- 

\ cans Wounded. 


Manila, ‘April 10.—Captain Pershing’s 
force captured Bacolod, Island of Min- 
danao, Wednesday, kille@ a hundred 
Moros and wounded many others. Three 
Americans -.were wounded. 

Pershing’s force consisted of Shaw's 
battalion of. the Twenty-seventh infantry 
Kilpatrick of the Fifteenth cavalry and 
Chacuacis: battery. 

Pershing was surveying the West Shore 
lands when the Bacolodians opposed his 
advance and proyoked.the ‘ight. Per- 
shing surrounded and. attacked their 
strong hold, first shelling them and rush- 
ing his troops forward, charging gal- 
lantly. After crossing the deep moat 
and entering the ‘fort’ the Americans en- 
gaged the Moros,, bayonets. against 
Krisses. A hundred of. the defenders 
were killed, including-'the Datto of Pan- 
andungan, and many were wounded. 
Only three Americans were: wounded. 
After the capture of the fort it was de- 
stroyed. 

The Bacolod leaders and a majority of 
the people of that district had been hos- 
tile to the Americans and encouraged at- 
tacks on American camps. They rejected 
the tenders of friendship. 

It is expected that the defeat of the 
Bacolodians will result in.all the Moros 
acknowledging American sovereignty.

DUTCH STRIKERS. 
IN BITTER MOOD 


Ordered To Resume Work 


They Refuse To Obey 
Their Leaders. 


Amsterdam, April 10.—The workmen's 
defense committee decided today to pro- 
claim a cessation of the general strike 
at midday. The strike was never really 


effective. 

At a monster mass meeting held later 
in the day the Federated Trades Unions 
repudiated the action of the workmen's 
defense committee and decided to con- 
tinue the strike. without the consent of 
the committee. The tumult prevented the 
members of the defense committee from 
securing a hearing. 

With the exception of the diamond cut- 
ters, all the men will remain out.

Silk Culture in Georgia. 

Perhaps no single . phase of the 
movement for a “Greater Georgia” 
promises more than does the effort to 
awake in the ruralists of the state an 
interest in sericulture. It is not in 
every section of the union that the 
silk worm can be propagated success- 
fully; indeed, the area adapted pecu- , 
liarly to such propagation is compara- 
tively limited, and the very cream of 
it lies within the bounds of Georgia. 
The climate, soil, rainfall and general 
meteorological conditions of the Pied- 
mont section of this state are said to 
be well nigh ideal for raising the silk 
worm, corresponding very well with 
similar essential natural conditions in 
France, Japan and other sericultural 
regions. The mulberry will grow to 
perfection in the northern half = of 
Georgia, and the silk worm, which de 


success of the project is most gratify. 
ing,.though but a small beginning. 
He says the purpose of the depart-

The possibilities of sillk culture 
and silk manufacturing in. the United’ 
States are ‘illimitable. In the last 
fiscal year this country imported $42,- 
635,351 worth of raw silk for manu- 
facturing, importing at the same time 
$32,640,242 worth of manufactured 
silks. Of these imports more than 
$25,000,000 came from France and an 
equal amount from Japan. The bal- 
ance of trade in favor of the latter 
country was $16,000,000, while that in 
favor of France was $11,000,000. The 
exports to Switzerland are credised to 
France. In commenting on the fore- 
going statistics, The Philadelphia 
Press says: 

If the United States had not imported 
any silk from France, it would still have 
purchased from that country as much as 
it buys of this, owing to its gross tariff 
discriminations against the United States. 
Hence anything done in the way of de- 
veloping the silk industry at home would 
not hurt the foreign trade of the nation, 
If that $75,000,000 worth of imported silk 
could have all been made in the. United 
States it would have been an immense 
benefit. 

There would seem to be no climatic, 
cultural or industrial feason why the 
United States should not raise the 
raw material and manufacture their 
own silk, and the movement so auSspi- 
ciously begun in Georgia presages 
that very thing. The people of Geor- 
gia should be keenly alive to whet 
silk culture means to the progress of 
the state, and no possible encourage- 
ment on the part of the state should 
be withheld from the new industry. 
The people must know more about it.

Like the cotton factories, the silk 
mills of the country are destined to 
be concentrated in the southéast, 
where the raw material lies at their 
door. The day is not far distant when 
Atlanta will be as important a silk 
manufacturing center as Paterson, N. 
J., and silk cocoons as familiar to the 
eye of the Piedmont Georgian as cot- 
ton bolls. 

As yet; of course, the industry has 


| made but a modest start, though no 


one, after familiarizing himself with 
the details of the silk movement in 
Habersham county, can doubt that it 
is a sure start One silk company— 
that of which Mr. Z. B, Magid is. pres- 
ident and manager—has planted 3,000 
acres near Tallulah Falls to mulberry 
trees, and the farmers of the vicin- 
ity are following its example. The 
colony of Italian  sericulturists iz 
Georgia have thus far planted 25,000 
mulberry trees, and this winter will 
plant many more. Other colonies are 
to settle in the mountain counties of 
the state and it is said silk will be 
manufactured on an extensive scale in 
Georgia in a very short time. ‘Mr. 
Magid, the promoter of the Tallulah 
Falls enterprise, has started a month- 
ly publication at that place called 
“Silk,” a valuable illustrated journal- 
istic exponent of the industry in every 
branch. He is president of the Silk 
Culture League of America and one 
of the recognized authorities on seri- 
culture in this country and abroad. 

Students’ of Georgia history will re- 
cal] that when Oglethorpe founded his 
colony on the east coast he discovered 
the mulberry tree growing luxuriantiy 
on the banks of the Savannah river 
and started the new settlers to raising 
silk. Such efforts as have been made 
in that airection have been reward- 
ed, and it needs only technical knowl- 
edge, a little experience and no little 
patience to firmly establish the silk 
industry in the old commonwealth ana 
make of it a source of great prosper- 
ity. The growing of the silk worm is 
essentially woman’s work, for women 
have the care and patience to succeed 
where a man would fail. The number 
of Georgia women who are already 
experimenting in this fascinating oc- 
cupation is considerable and rapidly 
increasing. Once mastered, the. re- 
muneration is most satisfactory. 

It is to be regretted that Georgia 
did not secure the sericultural general 
distributing station, recently estab- 
lished in south Carolina by the fed- 
eral agricultural department. How- 
ever, there is ample room for other 
stations of the kind throughout the 
Piedmont south, and the next one 
should be established in northeast 
Georgia.

Since the interven- 
tion of the powers in China and their 
joint occupation of Pekin, it is said 
the sympathies of the Japanese have 
goye out to their whilom enemies, 
and signs are multiplying that it is 
the instinctive purpose of the two 
Mongolian nations to “get together.” 
Very likely their governments have a 
secret understanding, and in due time 
there will be an alliance that will bid 
Russia and Germany defiance. 

In the meantime, Japan is coaching 
China in the modern manual of arms. 
Japan has reason to want to put the 
backward millions of China in an ade- 
quate condition of defense, for China’s 
enemies are Japan’s @nemies. Once 
the paw of the Russian bear is plant- 
ed upon Manchuria and Korea perma- 
nently, the vitals of the little island 
kingdom are exposed vulnerably.. This 
danger Japan will seek to avert at all 
hazards. With China armed and 
drilled and her ally, Japan has little 
to fear from a war with Russia, or 
with an alliance of several continental 
powers of Europe. The hordes of the 
Orient would constitute the most for- 
midable army within the ken of his- 
tory, and it would be well for Chris- 
tendom if the spfrit of conquest did 
not possess it. If it did, the “yellow 
terror” would not be a fantastic 
phrase.

Pensacola, Fla., April 10.—An investiga- 


tlon of the explosion on the battle ship |; 


iowa, which occurred in this port yes- 
terday, resulting in the death of three 


_and the serious injury of five others, 


shows that the accident was caused en- 
tirely by a defective shell fuse, which, it 
is stated, burned faster than was cal- 
culated. It is understood that the shell 
exploded fully sixty seconds before it 
was timed to go off. 

An examination of the ship this morn- 
ing shows that the bursted gun is beyond 
repairs, and that the 12-inch forward tur- 
ret will have to be repaired. A number 
of supporters are sprung and it is stated 
that portions of the deck will have tobe 
replaced where pieces of the heavy gun 
tore through. : 

The funeral of the three men who were 
killed in the accident took place today. 
The dead were burrea in the national 
cemetery hare, with military honors, com- 
panies of blue jackets from all the ships 
of the squadron participating in the ex- 
ercises. 

It is understood that all of the injured 
men are almost entirely out of danger 
except First-class Seaman Paul Gought, 
who lost an eye, and is in a critical 
condition. The Iowa is at the navy yard. 

Navy Officers Talk. 

Washington, April 10.—The cipher dis- 
pateh received by the navy department 
last night regarding the explosion of 
the gun on the Iowa, off Pensacola, was 
today deciphered. It was from Admiral 
Higginson, and said: 

“Iowa's breachloading rifie, 12-inch 
gun, burst in frent of trunnions, three 
killed, four wounded.’ Then follow the 
names given in last night's dispatch. The 
A expects fuller particulars to- 

From Rear Admiral Higginson a sec- 
ond dispatch, dated today, was received 
at the navy department, as follows: 

“E. T. Purcell, landsmen; Walter F. 
Kiele, seaman; F. L, Berry, ordinary sea- 
man, killed on Iowa. Will be buried at 
navy yard, Pensacola.” 

Because of the meager details of the 
explosion’ which Admiral Higginsdn’s dis- 
patch contained officials at the navy de- 
partment can only speculate as to its 
cause, In accordance with the regula- 
tlons, Admira] Higginson, it is supposed, 
has already .appointed a board of officers 
to investigate the accident and report. 
This report may not arrive for several 
days. 

Rear Admiral O'Neill, chief of the bu- 
reau of ordnance, has already issued or- 
ders for the transportation to New York 
of a new 12-inch gun, which is now at 
the Washington navy yard, and it will be 
placed on the Iowa when that vessel 
comes to New York for repairs. 


Gun Had Been Fired 125 Times. 
Admiral O'Neil said today: 


“The gun which burst was designed in 
1893, and manufactured in 1895 at the na- 
val gun factory; January 1, 188, the gun 
had been fired 1% times. 

“Yesterday’s accident is the first that 
has happened to any of the large cali- 
ber guns of the navy, except in the case 
of a 13-inch gun on the Kearsarge, the 
bore of which had been injured by a pre- 
mature explosion of a ehell two years 
ago. A lining tube was inserted in that 
gun and today it is In use at the proving 
grounds, 

‘‘No reason can yet be assigned for the 
accident. As yet, it is not known what 
kind of powder or shell was used, nor 
have we the details as to the location or 
character of the fracture, or of the con- 
dition of the bore of the gun, all of 
which will have to be considered. While 
the accident may have been due to the 
premature explosion of the shell in the 
bore, such a contingency is unlikely, as 
shells have on several occasions broken 
up in bores of guns without any other in- 
jury to the gun than the defacing of the 
bote. So far as the bureau is ised, 

the Towa’s 12-inch shells are fitted 
with base covers, with a view to pre- 
venting a possible premature explosion 
due to the action of powder gases.”

IGF OL SPRAY 
HESTROS TREES 
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‘fori Peach Growers Have. 


Eddilional Troubie, 


Short Crops Will Not Result from 
“Cold Weather Alone—Growers 
Abandoning Use of Spray, 
Preferring Scale as 
Remedy for It. 


—— - — 


Fort Valley, Ga., April 10.—(Special.)— 
| The fruit growers throughout this sec- 
tion are not at all jubilant over the out- 
jook for peaches this year. This is a sore 
disappointment, as the prospects up to 
' two weeks ago was unusualiy good. 
Some few growers in this section have 
e full crop of peaches, and it amounts 
io nothing short of a gold mine under 
/ present conditions. A. J. Evans, wno has 
an unusually fine crop on his Britt place, 
will make $2,500 on kis crop this year, as 
| jg estimated by leading peach men. It 


will be of interest to know tnat he pur- 
chased this place three years ago 
| for $2,100, which was thought at the time 
EF to be a handsome price. He only has 
' about one-third of the place in peaches, 
Dr. W. ©. Wright thinks there will be 
qg fair crop of the early varieties, but 
' emong the Elbertas and Geargia Bells, 
which is the standard crop, and wuaich 
composes by far the bulk of the orchards 
throughout this section, are almost cn- 
tirely destroyed, and he estimates now 
that we will probab!y have only one-tenth 
ofa crop. While this is due largely to 
weather conditions, he says he has lost 
considerable fruit and killed many trees 
outright by spraying with oil. 
E. M. Fagan, who is one of th» imcst 
substantial farmers of Houston county, 
~ gays he has lost not only his peach crop 
| for this year, but that his trees have 
teen killed by spraying with oll. This 
formula containing oil was recommend- 
ei by State Entomologist Scott, and in 
pome instances has proved to be very 
| effective in killing the scale. This year 
considerable permanent injury has been 
' done to the orchards and the indications 
“now are that the fruit men will discon- 
' tinue using oil altogether. 
> Mr. Fagan says no one could even per- 
F suade him to put it on his trees again, 
P and feels very blue over the complete 
Wess of nis orchard. It is thought by a 
good many that this injury to the trees 
is ue to the fault of the spraying pumr, 
and this is probably true, as it has been 
' dearly. demonstrated that the trecs will 
“not be injured if you can_ get it upon 
the trees in the exact proportion of oil 
'tecommended by Mr. Scott. But since 
' the growers have no way of finding out 
_ whether their pump is working properly, 
tt is considered far more dangercus to 
“Spray with oil than the scale itself. 
John Murph, of Marshaliville, states 
that he superintended personally the 
making up of this oil formula in the 
exact proportions recommended by State 
Entomologist Scott and that it has killed 
& large number of his trees entirely. He 
floes not know whether his pump was 
in working order or not, but so far as 
he could tell it was. Mr. Murph says he 
will never again spray with oii. 
Quite a number of growers have suf- 
fered great loss this season by spraying 
“lore, and it is not at ail improbable 
that the use of oil will be discontinued 
mtirely by the growers in this part of 
the state. Some few have already adopt 
ed the salt, sulpher and lime miaiure, 
Which has been used by peach men so 
successfully in California and other states.

The Atlanta Standards Telephone Com- 
pany is to be made int such a system 
as will actively compete with the South- 
ern Bell Telephone and , Telegraph Com- 
pany. Long-distance connections will be 
made, and the rival company @ill go after 
the business with energetic and active 
men behind the service. 

The head of the system in Atlanta will 
probably be C. J. Simmons, formerly 
president of the Atlanta Rapid Transit 
Company, who made a fortune in the 
street. railway business and who is one 
of the most popular and able business 
men in the city. 

It is stated with some degree of pos!i- 
tiveness that it is not the intention of 
the Standard company to engage in a 
rate war with the Southern Bell, but the 
company will present such a service as 
will render it formidable to the rival 
company and of much more value to the 
subscribers 

To this end the present owners of the 
Standard company have placed orders 
for a new and modern switchboard, which 
will cost, it is said, more than $40,- 
000, and which will of itself do much 
to improve the service. New telephone 
boxes will also be put ihn, and every- 
thing that is needed to make of the serv- 
ice a thoroughly modern system will be 
done. 

A New System. 

The present underground conduits of the 
Atlanta Standard Telephone Company are 
said to be as fine as cah be produced, 
and it will, therefore, not be necessary 
to change that expensive}and intricate 
portion of the system. With the exception 
of the conduits, poles and wires, however. 
it is said that the system‘will he made 
practically new. 

The announcement that! Mr. Simmons 
had recently purchased the triangular lot 
at the corner of Edgewood avenue, Ivy 
ahd Gilmer streets, and that’ he would 
use it for the headquarter& of the Stand- 
ard, which was made by The Constitu- 
tion yesterday morning, occasioned much 
comment and gave color to the state- 
ment that the Standard._company would 
make a new and moré determined bid 
for the business in Atlanta. 

Mr. Simmons fs at present out of the 
city. He has been absent for several! 
days. but is expected to return to the 
city this morning, when he will, doubt- 
less, make a pogitive statement regard- 
ing what he will do with the Atlanta 
Standard. 

The Long-Distance Service. 

The long-distance feature of the serv- 
ice is not entirely connected with the 
Standard company. it is said. For the 
purpose of making long-distance connec- 
tions W. A. Bisbee; of: Savannah, is in 
Atlanta. He is stopping at the Piedmont 
hotel. Mr. Bisbee has many friends in 
Atlanta, who will learn with pleasure that 
he is to become connected with the com- 
cercial circle of Atlanta. 

Mr. Bisbee is largely interested in the 
Georgia Telephone and. Telegraph Com- 
peny, which is doing on excellent busi- 
ness in Savannah, and which already has 
long-distance connections from Statesboro 
to Savannah, incidentally keeping Savan- 
nah in connection with the cotton regions 
of the state. 

Mr. Bisbee would make no detailed 
statement for publication regarding ‘his 
business in Atlanta when seen last even- 
ing, but stated that he“was here for the 
purpose of taking up the question of long- 
distance service. He also admitted that 
he is in consultation with the present 
owners of the Atlanta Standard Tele- 
phone Compeny. 

Business men believe that the presence 
of Mr. Bisbee in Atlanta means that this 
city is to be connected with various other 
towns in this section by two telephone 
Services, which is an additional reason

BY ANTI-MERGER DECISION 


MORGAN AND HILL MAY DARE. 
WRATH OF THE GOVERNMENT 


So Says Aloray Beck Wh 
Represented Government in 
Railway Case, 


“HOLDING COMPANIES’ 
ARE DECLARED ILLEGAL 


“Community of Interest” Plans Ace 
Also Under the Ban, Mr. Beck 
Asserts—Far-Reaching Char- 
acter of the Detision 
Is Pointed Out. 


Philadelphia, April 10.—James M. Beck. 


‘aSsistant attorney general, who argued 


the Northern Securities case and the re- 
cently decided lottery cases for the gov- 
ernment, when questioned today as to the 
scope of the decision in the former éase. 
said: 

“Disclaiming any purpose to express 
any opinion but my own, the clear and 
exhaustive opinion of Judge Thayer seems 
to me to leave nothing to be desired in 
the matter of a full exposition of the 
federal law applicable ta the consolida- 
tion of competing interstate carriers. Al! 
interests should welcome such a result, 
for it seems to me of first importance that 
the exact meaning of existing statutory 
law should be definitely ascertained. 
When so ascertained, the question of the 
wisdom of the statutes can be fairly 
debated in the greater court of publie 
opinion. The decision of the circuit court 
accomplished this purpose. It destroys 
the last legal device for the suppression 
of competition, and shifts the whole ques- 
tion from the courts to the people, and 
leaves for their consideration and ultimate 
decision the question whether railroad 
consolidation under proper regulation is 
desirable, or whether it should be alto- 
gether prohibited. The wild suggestion 
that this decision {fs ‘revolutionary’ and 
will disrupt the American railway system 
is absurd. It simply reaffirms existing 
principles and has no application what- 
ever to legitimate extensions of railwav 
‘Hinds, bat solely ‘applies to the suppression 
of competition by railway consolidation. 

Helding Compdhies Unlawful. 

“Judge Thayer's decision, in effect, der - 
onstrates the inaccuracy of the phrase, 
‘holding company,’ and slso shows that 
the ‘community of interest’ plan through 
Stock ownership, when it suppresses com- 
petition and promotes monopoly is unlaw- 
ful. It holds in substance that whenever 
the control of competing interstate car- 
tiers is secured, cither by a combina- 
tion of natural péfsone or by a corpura- 
tion which they create, and the motive 
for competition has thus been destroyed 
by the consequent unity of interest, the 
anti-trust law is violated. The fact that 
each of the competing lines is nominally 
operated by a separate board of direc- 
tors is hel@ tmmaterial, and the court. 
disregarding form and looking to sub- 
Stance, holds that the real policy of a 
railroad ‘is controlled by those who own 
the majority of their stock,’ and that 
Such individual holders ‘in @ real sense 
determine al! important corporate acts.’ 

“The decision is also of first im- 
portance in holding that the mere owner- 
ship of stock in an interstate railroad 
brings the owner in such direc relation 
with interstate commerce as td subject 
him to the plenary powers of th@ federal 
government with respect thereto. Per- 
haps this holding gives the decision its 
greatest impo:tance. The defendants’ at- 
torneys contended that the mere acquisi- 
tion of such shares had either no direct 
relation to interstate commerce, or that, 
in any event, such relation was indirect, 
collateral and remote. They sought to 
establish an unsound distinction between 
owr.ership of a road and its operation. 
This view the court negatives and holds 
that the purchase of shares of stock in 
an interstate railway subjects the pur- 
chaser to the constitutional power of the 
federal government. The importance of 
this holding, coming as it does, upon the 
heels of the lottery cases; cannot well 
be overestimated. It greatly widens the 
scope of federal activity. The constitu- 
tion remains unchanged, but the sphere 
of human action, to which it Is applied, is 
by means of wholly exterior forces 
greatly widened. 

Epoch in Life of Nation. 

‘When the constitution was framed, 
the only medium of interstate communi- 
cation were the coastwise sailing vesse/s 
and the occasional stage coach, which 
crossed state lands, but steam and elec- 
tricity have indissolubly bound the states 
together by links of steel; aggregating in 
the matter of railroads along 200,000 miles 


in length, and this has produced a cen- ; 


tripetal action, which has inevitably in- 
creased the &phere and scope of federal 
uctivity. In this aspect the lottery cases 
and the case just decided easily mark 
a new and important epoch in the life 
of tthe nation. The lottery cases, which 
sustaincid the power of ccngress to prc- 
hibit interstate traffic when prejudicia! to 
the public welfare, and the securitiez 
case. which subjects not only the imme- 
diate operation of every interstate road, 
but its very ownership through stock 
shares to federal power, are simply in- 
evitable results of this centripetal force. 
The decision makes it doubly necessary 
to determine, as a matter of public pol- 
icy, the exact and proper relation between 
the railways, tpon which our prosperity 
so vitally depends, and the state. 

*In this connection,” coneluded Mr. 
“the sagacious and conservative

Who Has Been Elected Chairman of 
the London County Counctl, or 
Lord Mayor of London in Every- 
thingg Except Name. His Lerd- 
ship Is Also Chairman of the At- 
lantic Union, the Society Founded 
by Sir Walter Besant to Foster 
Anglo-American Good Feeling. 
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in connection therewith is not really the 
mayor of London at a!!l. The exact titie 
is, of course, “Lord Mayor,’ but that 
dvesn’t suund as familiar to American 
ears. 

The lord mayor-in-fact of London—he 
who really holds the reins of city gov- 
ernment in his hands—gets no salary. 
The lord mayor in name, however, en- 
joys as stipend of $50,000 a year, or ex- 
actly as much as is received by the pres- 
ident of the United States. The lord 
mayor-in-fact dresses like an ordinary 
citizen and attracts as littl. atteltion as 
hig neighbor when he goes about; but 
the lard mayor in name ‘is arrayed in the 
most magnificent robes. is attended by 


| richly dressed retainers, and, when he 


proceeds from place to place, is driven in 
a state coach with coachman and fooi- 
men in powdered wigs and gorgeous li:- 
ery—with more display, in fact, than is 
made by the king himself except on the 
grandest occasions. The real lord mayor 
bas, by virtue of his office. no social 
prominence whatever, but to the nominal 
lord mayor's lot it falls to entertain roy- 
altty—at the public expense—and (fflus- 
trious visitors to London, not to men- 
tion conferring the much-prized “freedom 
of the city’’ to all Englishmen who have 
distinguished .themselves noiabiy. All 
that the lord mayor in name has as his 
official residence a splendid public buiid- 
ing—while the most the city does ter 
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in this country, his successors have gone 
en doing all these picturesque things.. Of 
course, the lord mayor still is lord mayor, 
and presides over his board of aldermen 
—but he is lord mayor of the “city” - 
containing some 15,000 residents—not lord 
mayor of London.

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MILITIA READY. _ 
FOR INSPECTION 


So Replies in the Office of 
Adjutant General In- 
dicate,

Washington, April 10.—(Special.)—The 
condition of the militia in the different 
southern states is shown by the prelim- 
inary reports made to the war depart- 
ment response to the questions sent 
out for the purpose of securing informa- 
tion to form as a basis for the inspection 
or muster of the militia soon to be made. 

Colonel Parker, of the adjutant gen- 
eral’s office, who has charge of the new 
militia division, has given me the oppor- 
tunity of looking over the record of re- 
plies from the southern states. These 
show that the militia in ali of the south- 
ern states is ready for immediate inspec- 


in 


tion, or. whit is the same thing, inspec- 


tion upon ten day’s notice. The appoint- 
ment of inspectors is to be made by the 
different department commandegs. Most 
of the southern states are in the depart- 
ment of the east and the assignments 
will, therefore, be made by Genera] Chaf- 
fee. ; : 

Organizations in Southern States. 

The records show.that in Georgia there 
are 108 companies of the state troops dis- 
tributed at 48 stations. 

In Alabama the total number of sepa- 
rate organizations is ‘not given, but the 
adjutant general states that according 
to his idea the inspection should begin 
with the Montgomery companies, to be 
followed by the companies at Mobile and 
adds that outside of Mobile and Mont- 
somery there are thirty other towns in 
Alabama at 


which militia companies are 
located. 


The adjutant general of Florida states 
that there are companies at 13 towns and 
cities in’fhat state. The militia is soon 
to be reorganized under the new law and 
he prefers that the inspection be made 
ami August. 

South Carolina has 46 companies sta- 
tloned at 35 different places. 

Tennessee has organizations at 12 
places. The new adjutant general of that 
state has written that he prefers that 
the inspection of Tennéssee troops. be de- 
ferred until May or June because he has 
just assumed office. 

Virginia has 35 organizations at 22 dif- 
ferent stations. 

Mississippi has 31 companies at 28 sta- 
tions.

Texas has 62 companies at 47 stations. 

The only southern state from which 
there has been no report is Arkansas. 
Enlistments in the Regular Army. 

The was department is doing every- 
thing it ean to strengthen the hands of 
the militia organizations. A recent order 


issued from the headquarters of the 
army, by command of Lieutenant Gen- 
eral Miles, is of interest ‘in this connec- 
tion. This order reads as follows: 

"An enlistment in the army does not 
operate 4S a discharge from the organ- 
ized militia or national guard, and a 
member of the national guard in his State 
Who enlists in the regular army repudl- 
ates his engagements in said State troops, 
and by so doing becomes and remains lia- 
ble t6 such: penalties as may be author- 
ized by tthe laws of the state in whose 
military service he has been amlisted. 
Men who present themselves for enlist- 
ment in the army will be interrogated as 


to’ service in the nationalb-guard, and in | 


the event that they have served in such 
state.troops they will be required to pre- 
sent satisfactory evidence that they have 
been hororably discharged therefrom, or, 
if unable fo do so, enlistment wil) be 
refused.” 

A matter of general interest. to the 
militia in all of the states is the encamp- 
ment to be held this summer. A number 
of inquiries have been rereived by the 
war department. As yet there has been 
no decision regarding the place or time 
of encampment. 
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Washington, April 10.—(Special.)—Brig- 
adier Genera! Ainsworth, chief. of . the 
record and pension division of the .war 
department, .is manifesting deep interest 
in the work assigned;to him by ¢ongress 
involving the completion of a muster roll 
of the confederate armies. 

General Ainsworth has been in commu- 
nication with the different governors of 
the southern states and has enhlisfed their 
hearty cooperation in this*work. He has 
a force of about one-hundred and fifty 
clerks already engaged in the clerical 
work and ag rapidly as pos#ible will-push 
tne project through to completion. Gen- 
eral Ainsworth has a well-earned répu- 
tation for thoroughness and certainly the 
work could not be in better hands. 

There are at the war department a large 
number of the origina] muster rolls of 
companies in the confederate army. Many 
of’ these were taken at Richmof—d when 
that city was captured. Some are in an 
excellent state of preservation, even 
though there were apparently prepared in 
the face of serious handicaps. For in- 
stance, the muster roll pf one company 
running through the entire ‘war is upon 
coarse brown paper, but it wag so well 
compiled that it is in as good condition 
as ever, 

Governor Candler and His Work. 

As has heretofore been published, former 
Governor Candler has been desiganted by 
Governor Terrell to assist the war de- 
partment in securing, if possible, a com- 
plete roll of Georgia troops. General Ains- 
worth, upon being notified of this ap- 
pointment, wrote Governor Candler at 
length expressing his gratification that 
he should have been designated to assist 
in this important work . because he con- 
sidered Governor Candler perhaps the best 
qualified man in the state to have charge 
of the matter. 

In his letter General Ainsworth states 
inat a considerable collection of the rolls 
of Georgia confederate organizations is 
now in the posseSsion of the war depart- 
ment, While this collection does not by 
any means show all the names of the 
Officers and men who were in the confed- 
erate service from Georgia, and while it 
does not show the complete military 
histories of those whose nhames it does 
contain, General Ainsworth expressed the 
hope that the list of names and the his- 
tories of individual officers and men can 
be made much more: nearly complete by 
record evidence obtained from other orig- 
inal rolls that may be in the possession 
of the state or of historical societies, me- 
morial associations and individuals. 


Original Rolls Required. 

“The legislation authorizing the com- 
Pilation of the roster is construed by the 
department to restrict it in making the 
compilation. to the use of original records 
made during the war period and to pre- 


felude the use of printed or manuscript 


copies or compilations made subsequent- 
ly,’ says General Ainsworth. “For this 
reason,’ and in order that there shall Be 
no ground for doubt as to the accuracy 
of the proposed roster, the department will 
be unable to use in the compilation any 
of the rosters that have heretofore been 
published but must in all cases seek the 
original records upon which those rosters 
were based.,’’ 

General Ainswirth suggests the neces- 
sity, therefore, of the war department ob- 
taining the temporary loan, for the pur- 
poses of copying, of any original official 
rolls lists or other documents that are ob- 
tained. As it is impracticable for the de- 
partment to communicate with the va- 
rious holders of these scattered ‘records, 
it fs necessary to rely upon the state to 
collect, by loans or otherwise, such rec- 
ords of its own or other confederate origi- 
nations as may be obtained within the 
state. ~This, of course, to be returned 
with the least possible delay after being 
copied from. 

In‘ his response to this letter, Governor 
Candler outlined some of the difficulties 
with which he will have to meet in car- 
rying out the work assigned to him.

Georgia Suffered Most. 
“There... was,” writes, Governor Cend-

Many Records in Washington. 

“I am very hopeful,” adds General 
Ainsworth, ‘“‘that when all the accessible 
original records containing information 
relative to confederate troops shall have 
been consolidated and the information 
contained. therein conrpiled, it will be 
found that the roster thus compiled will 
be very much more néarly complete than 
it is now thought possible to make it, 
by using original records alone as the 
tasis of compllation. ..The confederate 
archives of this department now contain 
a very large number of muster rolls, 
reports, returns and other contempora- 
neous original ‘records. of confederate 
troops. In amidition to-this, the depart- 
nent has a numerous celiection of union 
records of parole in thefficld, and of the 
various prisons, camps"and other’places 
whefe confederate priséners were con- 
fined, exchanged; paroled or released. A 
large force is now actively at work in 
compiling the informatton' contained in 
this mass of records, each séparate en- 
try concerning a conféd@erate officer or 
soldier being transcribed on a separate 
card in suck a way that all the cards 
relating to any particular individual will 
evenfnally fall together. When _ these 
shall have been supplemented by similar 
cards made from original ‘records, ob- 
tained by loan from the various states 
and from historical. societies, memorial 
associations and private citizens, it will 
be possible to determine what deficlen- 
cles there are in the roster of the troops 
of any state.”’ 

Can Be Considered Later. 

General Ainsworth expfesses the opin- 
fon that the deficiencies then found will 
be far less serious than it is now feared 
by many that they whll be. There will 
be ample opportunity, he suggests, after 
the information contained in all accessi- 
ble original fecords shall have been com- 
piled, to consider whether the plan of 
compiling the roster solely from original 
records ought to be modified, ‘and if so, 
fh. what way and to’ what extent.

Without Trace, 


For Four Years. Her Husband Re- 
ceived Letters Addressed to Her 
and Drew Checks Sup- 
posed To Be Signed 
by Her.

London, March 28.—Apart from the ut- 
ter obscurity surrounding the disappear- 
anee of the wealthy and talented woman 
who is the central figure of the so-called 
‘Moated Grange mystery,’ which is now 
occupying the attention of the public 
in this country, by far the most striking 
thing about the affair is the grim ap- 
propriateness of its scene. , 

The ancient,‘ forbidding manor - house, 
surrounded by its canal of dull water, 
standing in the midst of a property neg- 
le@ted ‘for years, buried in a desolate 
tniles’ away from the 
nearest village, was ‘the place of all places 
that a Wilkie Collins ‘or a Gaboriaun would 
have selected as the scene of such a 
tragedy as it is now believed took place 
there. < . 

To the Moated Grange, which stands in 
Essex, several miles from the sleepy lit- 
tle town of Clavering, came with the 
man who she beHeved to be her husband, 
Camille Holland, an elderly woman of 
wealth and rare gifts-an authoress, a 
musician and a painter—and from the 
Grange, after living there for a bare three 
weeks, she disappeared as utterly as if 
she suddenly had returned to the original 
dust. Of this; however, the outside world 
knew nothing. The man at- the Grange 
went on living there. He took in the 
letters that came.for the vanished wom- 
an. It was nearly four years ago that 
Miss Holland disappeared from the 
Grange, but ever since that time the 
man, Samuel Dougal, has presented reg- 
ularly at her bank checks supposedly 
drawn and signed by the missing woman. 
It is now believed that Dougal forged 
these checks. Recently the bank offi- 


or hearing directly from the woman upon 
whose large account her supposed hus- 
band was continually drawing. 

The inquiries they set on foot revealed 
that “Mrs. Dougal,” or Miss Holland, 
had disappeared long béfore, and’ Dou- 
gal was arrested just as he was at- 
tempting. to leave the country.

Evil Appearing Moat. 

Since the outside world learned .the 
story which has been whispered about for 
the Jast three years in the rustic neigh- 
porhood -of Clavering, the attention of 
the. public. has been.fixed upon the an- 
cient and gloomy Essex.mansion, with 
its ola world “moat” and its barren sur- 
rounding acres. ‘The-police are now ran- 
sacking it from end to end—searching 
for signs of the woman who came to the 
Moated Grange in such mysterious cir- 
cumstances. The evil appearing moat, 
which is spanned only by a single bridge, 
has thus far been the object of their 
chief attentions. It and‘still another wa- 
terway connected with it and known as 
the~‘subsidiary moat,” are at present be- 
ing carefully drained and already two 
ghastly discoveries have ween made, the 
importance of which, however, cannot be 
stated exactly. On a little islet which 
rises from the moat human bones have 
been found—half a pelvis, a portion of a 
forearm and fragments of other limbs. 
Ard. in a small outbuilding near the 
Grange, half buried in a heap of rubbish 
has been found a human skull, without a 
morsel of fie@h remaining upon it. The 
police, however, do not feel certain that 
these are the remains of the vanished 
woman for the characteristics, as well 
as the condition of the Grange show it 
to be so olf that these remains -may 
have been buried years before Dougal 
and Miss Holland came to live there.

Pennell, he said, got out a statement for 
publication, but took the manuscript to 
make some corrections and witness did 
not see it again. He said J. Frederick 
Pennell found the revised copy of the 
statement. He himself had a copy of the 
original statement, as transcribed from 
his stenographic notes.

Mr. Coatsworth then inquired whether 
J. Frederick Pannell would be in town. 
Fie said he wanted to inquire of Mr. Pen- 
nell about the alleged defalcation of his 
brother, and-also as to whether he pos- 
sessed any papers showing that he com- 
mitted suicide. 

“I thought the distriet attorney did 
not intend to go into these matters,” 
said Mr. Penny.

‘Southworth Proves This Sec- 


tion Can Undersell New 
England, 


Lowell. Maass., April 10—The cotton 
manufacturing. corporations of Lowell 
were on the defensive almost the entire 
session, especially in the investigation 
of the textile situation here, which is be- 
ing conducted by the state board of con- 
ciliation and arbitration at the behest of 
the legislature. At the opening of the 
proceedings E. D. McVeay, counsel for 
the textile council, announced that the 
burden of proof lay with the manufac- 
turers regarding their claim that they 
could not pay higher wages. The manu- 
facturers had admitted that Fall River 
and New Bedford paid the operatives 
more than was received in Lowell, The 
executive. committee of the councilsthus 
declining to put in evidence, the board 
called William 8. Southworth, agent of the 
Massachusetis mills, and secretary of 
the Lowell Agents’ Association, to the 
stand, 

The agents held, he said, that an ad- 
vance in wages was an anticipation of 
future conditions, and that at present 
it could not be afforded. When an ad- 
vance was given in Fall River, Mr. South- 
werth asserted, the price of print cloth 
was raised so that the cot of the ad- 
vance came out of the pockets of the 
consumers. The mills with which he is 
connected, he declared, are ow and the 


machinery not adapted to finer goods, 
thdrefore the impossibility of raising 
wages. 

The question of “pooling issues other 
than against operatives’ came up and 
Mr. Southworth said he knew of no pool- 
ing arrangements among the mills in their 
management. Later on he stated that 
the stockholders in the Massachusetts 
mills, in Lowell, are largely the same as 
those of the Massachusetts mills in Geor- 
gia—milis which had been built to take 
uy export trade, which Rad been lost to 
northern mills through sdéuthern com 
tition. He pointed out that a modern mill 
in the south, even were it to pay the 
same wages as are paid here and run 
the same length of time weekly. could 
undersel] the well mills, but the Low- 
ell mills paid as much as gny mili in 
Massachusetts on the same class of 
goods as Fall River and New Bedford 
did.

When the state took possession of 
Northeastern railroad it was found that 
there was a certain strip of the right of 
way in Maysville to which it did eet 
have clear title. The parties owning 
this property agreed to make a deed to 
the state to this property in considera- 
tion of life passes over the road. and 
the state assented. The passes were is- 
gued to the following parties by Governor 
Atkinson: James M. Sims. John Cc. Sims, 
GS c Sims, T. J. Lord, A. E. Lemaster, 
R. B. Porter, J. O Stockton, ©. H. J. 
Sims, S. B. Sims and R. B. Sims. 

When the Southern railway bought this 
road from the state it declined to accept 
these passes for transportation and suits 
followed. The meeting in the governors 
office yesterday was for the purpose of 
considering what should be done in the 
matter. There were several attorneys 
present representing the parties to whom 
were issued, besides Governor 
Terrell. Attorney General John C. Hart 
and Hon. Hamilton McWhorter, advi- 
sory counsel for the Southern. 

Governor Terrell told the attorneys. if 
they would put in a reasonabie claim for 
the value of the property’ he would pre- 
sent the matter to the legislature at its 
coming session this summer. It is prob- 
able that this course will be adopted. 


Hanvey Wants His Freedom. 

The prisen commission yesterday heard 
argument on the, application for cxect- 
tive clemency of Dr. Lewis Hanvey, of, 
Atlanta, who'is serving a life sentence 
in the penitentiary for the murder of his 
wife in 1895. Dr. Hanvey is asking that 
his sentence be commuted to ten years 
imprisonment. on the ground that the 
killing was the result of jealous rage, 
due to the unfaithfalneéss of his wife. 
He is represented by Kontz & Austin 
and H. H. Dean, of Gainesville. 
Another cage argued before the com- 
mission was “that of Dennis Miller, of 
Charlton county, who is under sentence 
of death for the murder of another ne- 
gro. The death sentence in Miller's case 
has been affirmed by the supreme court, 
though he has not yet been resentenced. 
The commission has not yet acted on this 
case. The argument in Miller's behalf 
Was made by Leon A. Wilson, of Way- 
cross. 


Would Rather Pay. Big Fine. 

Another case before the prison com- 
mission, which presented some peculiar 
and interesting features, was that of 
George F. Gilbert, of Waycross. Gilbert, 
who is a-man of considerable property, 
was convicted recently of robbing cars 
of the Atlantic Coast Line in the yards 
et Waycross, and was sentenced in Ware 
superior court to a term of five years 
in.the penitentiary. The supreme court 
has affirmed the sentence. 

Gilbert has made application to the 
prison commission to reduce the crime 
to a misdemeanor, which would at most 
involve the payment of a fine of $1,000. 
It is stated Gilbert is willing to pay such 
a fine in case the penitentiary sentence 
is not enforced. He was present’ at the 
hearing before the commission yester- 
day, being represented by W. M. Toomer 
and Leon A. Wilson, of Waycross. So- 
licitor General John W. Bennett, Colonel 
W. E.' Kay, of Brunswick, and Hon. F., 
G. duBignon, of Atlanta, appeared before 
the commission to protest against any re- 
mission or commutation of the sentence,

‘SHOWED STRENGTH 


Tendency’ Downward in Dairy Pro- 
dacts, Grain and Fuei. 


LIVE STOCK AND MEATS 


Have Shown Advances—The Dry 
Goode Market Is Devoid of Feat- 
ure—Winter Whea Con- 
dition High—All Mar- 
kets Closed—LEaster. 


New York, April 10.—Bradstreet’s to- 
morrow will say: eo 

“Favorable features this week are the 
annual rush of Easter buying at retail, 
which is reported of excellent volume. 
Some improvement in the reassorting de- 
mand with jobbers at interior markets 
resulting therefrom: and a slight but still 
perceptible improvement in the labor sit- 
uation, growing out of mutual conces- 
sions. Prices during the month of March 
showed exceptional strength, despite sea- 
sonable changes downward in dairy 
products, grains and fuel, partly counter- 
acted, however, by advices in live stock 
and meats. Lumber and building mate- 
rials of all kinds have remained in ex- 
ceptional good, demand in spite of nu- 
merous strikes, and finished products in 
iron and steel show strength, but the 
cruder forms, suck as pig iron, have 
weakened perceptibly, ostensibly because 
of the lowering of quotations of southern 
iron, but really because, with improved 
transportation and bettee supplies of 
coke, has come an enlargement. of iron 
products to the highest point ever known. 
It is, of course, too early to measure 
the development of fall trade. Some 
interior markets report gaod orders, but 
large eastern centers note a holding back 
of buyers of cotton yarns, and the de- 
mand for heavy weight woolens is re- 
ported to have been checked by higher 
prices. Raw wool has again weakened, 
though the statistical position is very 
strong. Railroad earnings are quite fa- 
vorable, gross receipts for March indicat- 
ing an increase of between 10 and 11 per 
cent, while net returns for February 
show a gain of 6 per cent on an increase 
in gross receipts of 14 per cent. Rela- 
tively the best trade came from the 
leading western markets, but all centers 
report a satisfactory spring trade done 
at wholesale. 

“The iron situation, as already pointed 
out, is one of marked strength in 
finished, but of unsettlement and even 
weakness in the. cruder forms. Northern 
pig iron has weakened in sympathy with 
the readjustment of southern prices last 
week. Foreign markets are also report- 
ed easier. For immediate delivery $21.50 
is insisted on for pig iron at Pittsburg, 
but $20 would be accepted if buyers would 
offer it for the latter part of the year. 
Buyers, however, are not eager and are 
holding off, evidently expecting or hoping 
for lower quotations. Domestic rail mills 
are full of. orders, an indication of this 
being reports of American and Canadian 
roads inquiring for steel rails abroad. 
Structural orders are in large volume, 
a notable instance of this being for re- 
quirements for improvements to plants 
controlled by the leading interest. The 
strength of old material is a notable 
feature in the iron trade at present. 
Among the other metals, copper and tin 
have weakened again, and lead retains 
its old firmness. 

“The leather situation is generally one 
of strength. The spring rush is over at 
the eastern shoe manufacturing centers 
but shipments, while.smaller than. last 
week, are heavily in excess of a year ago. 

“The situation in coffee is an interest- 
ing one. After a decline early in the 
week, which brought future deliveries 
to the lowest prices ever recorded, and 
on which declin® an extensive liquida- 
tion of the former bull interest was re- 
ported, a slight upturn was noted, due 
to reports that Brazil will adopt radical 
measures, such as burning surplus ‘sup- 
plies of low. grades in order to lighten 
the load on the market.’ This is regarded, 
however, as hardly possible of fulfill- 
ment, 

“After a further decline, due to dull- 
ness in the railroad market and pressure 
of supplies, raw -sugar-has steadied at 
what is. said :by authorities to be the 
bottom. é‘

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THE FINANCIAL AGE FIRES 
AT ‘TELEPHONE MONOPOL Y’ 


-_—-~ 


(From The Financial Age, New York.» 

“The issue of $100,000,000 of additional 
stock: by the American Telephone and 
Telegraph Company, which controls the 
telephone system of the United States, 
has caused more comment in financial 
circles than has any similar action of 
any of the larger corporations since the 
announcement of the organization of the 
United States Steel Corporation. Neither 
the last-named company’s floating of 
$50,000,000 of bonds, the need for which 
did not seem imperative, nor the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad Company announced is- 
sues of bonds and stocks amounting in 
the aggregate to over $200,000,000, caused 
relatively more than momentary ripples. 
The reason for -the different . feeling 
caused hy the American Telephone and 
Telegraph Company’s,analogous action is 
clear. It lies in the simple facts that 
both the United States Steel Corporation 
and the Pennsylvanfw Railroad Company 
have recognized the right of the public 
to know in reasonably complete detail 
what work was being done, what projects 
were contemplated, and to what uses 
it was intended to put the additional 
capital. Has the American Telephone and 
Telegraph Company done anything of 
this kind? Nothing has appeared but 
an eight or ten line paragraph in the 
newspapers that the proposition to in- 
crease the capital stock of the company 
by an. additional $100,000,000 would be 
submitted to a vote of the stockholders 
on March 31,*the stock to be issued in 
the discretion of the management. Com- 
pare with this the full page reports of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad Company 
given in the newspapers of leading cir- 
culation in all the larger cities of the 
country and the similarly fulf publicity 
given in reports and announcements by 
the United States Steel Corporation of 
its monthly . business and profits, of 
changes in organization and methods. 
Further, the organizations of the United 
States Steel Corporation and the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad Company with their 
boards of finance and executive direction 
are Known to the public and accepted 
as able and trustworthy. Certainly this 
cannot be said of, the organization, the 
management, the control of the parent 
telephone company, not any of -which, 
any more than its methods of operation, 
sourees of profit‘or abjects of expendi- 
ture, are to any appreciable extent 
known to the pubse. While its. methods 
may not be “dark” and’ ‘“‘vain’ in the 
sense that were fhose of Ah Sing, they 
are certainly pectiliar.to the American 
Telephone and Telégraph Company; pe- 


culiar in the sense of ‘being different, but , 


also in being—less ingenuous we will say, 
but possibly the meaning is better con- 
veyed by the term.more secretive, than 
the methods of like large corporations. 

‘‘THese are facts,/but their import must 
The Betl system 
is financially sound, its earning capacity 
is enormous, and its profits so nearly im- 
measurable as to almost daze the few, the 
very few, be it said, who know their mag- 
nitude. And this is probably the princi- 
pal, perhaps the only reason for the pe- 
culiar “reserve’’ shown in the conduct of 
the business of telephony in this country. 
It seems difficult to_dispose of the profits 
without drawing the attention of tle pub- 
lic, the patrons of the system not the 
stockholders, to the exceedingly large pro- 
portions these profits assume as compared 
with other businesses, and inciting the 
millions of subscribers to insist on, at 
least, one-tenth share in the profits in 
the way of a reduction of, at least, one- 
fourth in their charges for service. 

For example: Let us take one of the 
licensed companies of the Bell system, 
and for convenience as well as for pur- 
poses of clearer illustration, let the one 
taken be the New York Telephone Com- 
pany. ‘rhe capital of the New York Tei- 
ephone Company: has beeh by successive 
increases raised from the amount of less 
than  o,U0vU,uvu eignt years agu to Jov,Vw,- 
vu today! An iudérease of more tnan l,- 
Qvy per cent in approxunatety tnreée-lvurtiis 
or a decade! and tnere is no agoudt but 
that the company is earning suostantal 
dividends on ine larger amount. but who 
pronts? Who hous this iarge. amount 
of valwable stock?’ is there any quotation 
tor it’ After diligent inquiry it has been 
impossibie to tina a singie hoider of the 
stock in New York city, nor has there 
been, so far as can be recalled, a single 
public sale of it in any amount made in 
ten years, Possibly herein lies a clew to 
the ultimate destination of the rapidly jn- 
creasing capital of the American ‘Teie- 
phone and Telegraph Company, i. e., to 
take up the stock of the licensed com- 
panies increased almost necessarily to ab- 
sorb profits. sisi alanine 

“But in view of the fact that the tel- 
ephone is an absolute public necessity, 
and that the service must, to be at its 
best, ever be a monopoly, is it not time 
to. consider that the public is entitled to 
a share in the profits, to a general cur- 
tailment in the charges made for service? 
As it is, the service is as necessary to 
the business class as coal is to all classes, 
while the profits, very much greater than 
those of coal, actrue in the main, to a 
much more limited number. 

“Surely, it is time to consider in this 
connection a phase of profit-sharing which 
will include as one of the parties there- 
to, an addition to the two, those of em- 
ployer and employee, heretofore assum- 
ea’ to "be in ‘interest, a third party, name- 
ly, the consumer, i. e., the telephone sub- 
scribers, of whom there are about 75,000 
in New York city alone.”

Yesterday officers of the chamber of 
commerce were’ in conference with Pres- 
ident Lynch,-of.the International Typo- 
graphical Union; C. C. Houston and other 
officers of the Atlanta Typogrphical Un- 
ion, discussing ways and means for bring- 
ing about a reconciliation between the em- 


-ployers and the unions. 


Representatives of the chamber have 
also conferred with members of the Em- 
ploying Printers’ Club, and it is under- 
stood it was through their influence that 
the recent conference which resulted in 
the employers’ proposition was effected. 
“The chamber of commerce realizes that 
this strike is costing Atlanta a great deal 
of money,” said C. C. Houston last night. 
“Every day now printing contracts are 
being sent to other cities because there 
is no shop running in Atlanta that can 
handle them and none of the money so 


spent will ever be returned to this city. 
For this and other reasons the chamber 
is interested in seeing a settlemerit of the 
strike brought about, and it may be that 
their efforts will Dring about such a re- 
sult.” 

President Lygch will leave Atlanta this 
morning for the headquarters of the In- 
ternational Typographical Union at In- 
dianapolis, whére he has been called on 
important business. He said last night 
that if the strike was not settle? by 
the time he had completed the business 
which calls him back to Indianapolis he 
would return to this city. 

President Martin P. Higgins, of the In- 
ternational Pressmen’s Union, who has 
been spending several days in Atlanta, 
left at noon yesterday. °

Charge Is Made That ‘‘Ro- 
manizing Practices” Are 
Being Carried on.

London, April 11.—Charges of ‘‘Koman- 
izing practices’ being carried on in the 
English church schcols were made a few 
days ago by R. W. Perks, Mm. P., whose 
utterances have awakened a series of sen- 
gations in strictly Protestant circles.

Ingford, and Sir John Gorst denied them 
in the house of commons. 

Following his oral charge, Mr. Peiks. in 
1 local paper, amplified them, claiming 
they were based upon carefully tesied :n- 
formation and stating that childten in 
the Dorchester national schools, many of 
them non-Conformists, were systemati- 
cally taught the “Hail Mary,” and that 
in the schools, until recently, two pic- 
tures, ‘‘The Sacred Heart of Mary’’ and 
the “Sacred Heart of Jesus,’’ as well:as 
a crucifix, were hung, to which al] tte 
children were commanded to bow. 

Mr.’ Perks, in pointing out the re'izicu.s 
rntmosphere of. Dorchester, quotes ‘ne fol 
lowing, among other pasages, from The 
Parish Magazine: . 

“Many members of the church do rot 
gee any harm in attending a dissenting 
meeting house, but in doing so they com- 
mit a sin against Christ. 

“It would be good for us all if the use 
of holy water were restored in our 
churches. 

“There will be only two smells in tile 
next world: Incense in heaven and sul- 
pher in hell. Of course, we all want to 
po to heaven and so a part of’ our educa- 
tion for heaven is the getting accustomed

In 1896 Harrison Had an Idea That 
the Presidency Might Come His 
Way—Harrison and Tom 
Johnson Loom Up More 
Prominently.

Washington, April 11.—(Special.)—The 
report from Chicago indicating that Car- 
ter Harrison expects to cut a figure in 
the contest for the democratic nomination 
for the presidency does not surprise any- 
body who knows the astute and energetic 
mayor of Chicago. Carter Harrison has 
presidential aspirations and he believes 
the time thas come for him to get busy 
in national politics. 

Out at the Kansas City convention in 
1900 I talked with Mayor Harrison upon 
several different occasions and while he 
declined to make any positive declaration 
of his hopes or intentions, the impression 
he made upon me was that he expected 
to cut a figure in national politics in 1904. 

Harrison and Stevenson. 

Carter Harison could have had the nom- 
ination for the presidency at Kansas City 
had he so desired. In response to over- 
tures made to him by leading southern 
delegates, as well as by the politicians 
of his own state, he declined to allow his 
name to be considered in this connection. 
Before all elements had agreed upon Ste- 
venson many leaders looked to Harrison 
as the best man for second place upon 
the national] ticket. Their: experience in 
1896 with Sewall had been such a disas- 
trous one that there was no disposition 
to take ur an eastern man fo rthe tail 
of the ticket. Of course, the convention 
would have named Hill had he consented, 
but Hill did not propose to take second 
‘place with anybody and.after him there 
was apparently no eastern Man regarded 
especially désirable. 

Carter Harrison had just won a notable 
victory of the same character as that 
chalked to his credit the other day. He 
was very popular with the delegates to 
the convention and if he had but said 
the word he would in all probability have 
been named for vice president. As it 
was, the selection of old man Stevenson 
was largely due to his influence, it being 
his purpose to stop the talk in favor of 
himself by shoving to the front anothér 
Illinois man and putting at the back of 
that man the solid Illinois delegation. 

Carter Harrison at that time made it 
plain that he regarded the second place 
on the national ticket too smal! for him 
to consider. By Inference, if not by 
words, he announced himself of presiden- 
tial size, at the same time proclaiming 
that his time had not yet come. He was 
waiting for the campaign to be waged 
four years later.. He felt that another 
victory in Chicago would strengthen him 
in the eyes of the American people and 
he also felt that the conditions In 1904 
would be more favorable to democracy 
than in 1900. 

So it might just as well be set down 
as a fact that Carter Harrison is now 
counting himself a factor inthe presi- 
dential contest. . 

Ingalls Out of It. 

The result of the municipal campaigns 
in three of the larger western cities may 
be counted as having most direct bear- 
ing upon the presidential campaign. “ 

Chicago puts Carter Harrison to the 
front as a possibility. 

Cincinnati, by the overwhelming repub- 
lican majority registered in favor of 
Mayor Flieischmann, eleminated M. E. 
Ingalls from consideration as a guber- 
natorial or presidential possibility. 

Cleveland shoves Tom Johnson well to 
the front and gives his friends the op- 
portunity to talk of him in connection 
both With the senatorship and with the 
presidential nomination. 

There can be no question of- Johnson’s 
strength in his own city. He made a 
bad fluke of it last year when he assum- 
ed the management of the Ohio state 
campaign and bent al) hfs energies to 
the election of a Cincinnati preacher to 
the office of secretary of state, but in 
Cleveland he is evidently all right. The 
whole influence of Senator Hanna and 
the republican machine was back of the 
republican candidate for mayor: and 
not only that, but the McKisson faction, 
which has heretofore been against Han- 
na, came out strongly in support of the 
senator’s candidate. When Goulder, the 
republican candidate, lost his yoice and 
had to give up speaking, former Mayor 
McKisson took the stump in opposition 
to Johnson and with al] his might work-

Victims of Negro Members of Promi 
nent Shreveport Family—Body . 
of Mrs. Matthews Was Al.» 
most Hacked to Pieces _ 

with an Ax. 
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Shreveport, La., April 11.—Mrs, Alin | 
Matthew_, aged 45 years, wife of Frank f 
Matthews, a well-known civil engineer, - 
was brutally murdered’in her bed early 
this morning by a negro, who it is be ~ 
lieved outraged his victim before slaying 
her. The woman's little daughter, - Aline 
aged 10, was fatally wounded. An ax was 
the instrument employed in both ¢casés 
Ed Porter, a negro strongly suspected 
of the crime, was shot to death By two 
Police gcrgeants while attempting to 
escape. He had been run down at a point 
@bout 6 miles from Shreveport. 

The discovery of the crime was made 
at 5:30 o’clock this morning by @ servant, 
who entered the bed room of Mrs. Mat — 
thews. The unfortunate woman,  whd 4 


was almost hacked to pieces, had b& : 3 = 


dead for some time. Her daughter wa 
still alive when the servant entered. En ~ 
trance was effected through a side win- 
dow, and although there were fifteen per- 
sons in the house, which is situated in thy —

Shreveport, no one heard a single suspi 
cious sound during the night. 

The skull of Mrs. Matthews was crush 
ed and she bore evidence of having beet 
criminally assaulted.
